FAMILY ALLOWANCES 


Congress moved meanwhile to restore 
family allowances for enlisted person- 
nel of the Army, Navy, Marines, Air 
Force and Coast Guard.

Washington -If you saw a man 
throwing his money away on a street 
corner, you'd think he ought to get his 
head examined. 


But something lke that is happen- 
ing now. 


Reports of heavy buying and price- 
boosting around the country are multi- 
plying. 

Some shoppers are trying to lay an 
supplies of ures, coffee, clothing and 
other things. 

They're afraid fationing is coming 
and they want to be sure they get 
theirs, no matter what happens to the 
country or anybody else, 

By making things scarcer, they give 
certain unscrupulous and shortsighted 
businessmen an excuse fur jacking up 
prices. 

The hoarders, President Truman said, 
are foolsh. And he said some of the 
businessmen are kicking up prices to 
profiteer 

Buth words- foohsh and profileer— 
were mild ones And it’s easy to see 
why 

Russan Communism means govern- 
ment control and ownership of almost 
everything. British Socialism means 
some government control and ownership. 
British Sociahsm's controls are much 
milder than Cummunism’s 

But this country, meaning the people, 
has denounced Communism and feels 
5o strongly against it that now we ure 
actively fighting it. And there is strong 
feeling here against Britain's Social- 
ism 

In short. the tradition in this country 
has been against government control, 
interference or ownership. And we shout 
tu the world the wonders of free enter- 
prise. 

Yet. widespread hoarding and sgar-

1 Force the government to step in 
and slap on rationing and price controls. 

2 And, by bringing higher prices, 
make the dollar worth just that much 
less, thus damaging the foundations of 
the free enterprise economy.
